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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 5, line 2, the recitation of "said two gas 
supply vessels" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the.date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4-10 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sierk et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,657,254). The patent to Sierk et al 
discloses a gas cabinet (22) comprising gas supply vessels (Gas Source A, B) and 
including multiple sticks (158, 160, 162, 164) with a vacuum source and a purge gas 
source coupled to the flow circuitry (Figure 8) and arranged for evacuation and purging 
of one or more of the multiple sticks, see col. 3, lines 41-51 and col. 13, line 41 thru col. 
18, line 7. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sierk et al in view of Tom et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,660,063). The gas supply vessels (A, 
B) of Sierk et al lack having an interiorly mounted gas pressure regulator and a physical 
adsorbent medium. The patent to Tom et al teaches the above exception in providing a 
gas pressure regulator interiorly mounted within a gas cylinder. The pressure regulator 
is mounted within the gas cylinder so that gas dispensed from the cylinder is flowed 
through the regulator prior to the gas flow control valve and connected flow circuitry, col. 
7, lines 56-60. In view of the teaching of Tom et al, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the gas cabinet of Sierk et al 
to include a pressure regulator mounted within the interior of the gas supply vessel so 
that gas dispensed from the cylinder is flowed through the regulator prior to the gas flow 
control valve and connected flow circuitry. Tom et al teaches providing physical 
adsorbent medium in the gas cylinder to improve the gas storage capacity of the gas 
vessel as well as enabling the pressure levels to be substantially reduced, col. 5, lines 
11-17. In view of the teaching of Tom et al, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the gas cabinet of Sierk et al 
to include providing physical adsorbent medium in the gas cylinder to improve the gas 
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storage capacity of the gas vessel as well as enabling the pressure levels to be 
substantially reduced. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
